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PREFACE TO THE EIGHTH REVISED EDITION 


THE continued and increasing demand for this Harmony of the 
Gospels gives evidence of its steadily enlarging sphere of usefulness 
in the study of the life of our Lord Jesus Christ. It is hoped 
that it may continue to serve this purpose, and that this Revised 
Edition with its added features will find its way into the hands 
of many more who realize that the use of a Harmony in the study 
of the Gospel history is indispensable. 

The text used is that of the American Standard Edition of the 
Revised Bible. This is the only Harmony using this American 
Revision, and is therefore entitled to be called an American Har- 
mony of the Gospels. The Revisers’ footnotes, which are given, 
embody all of the various readings of the text which may lay good 
claim to consideration in the determination of that text. This 
superb Version has won its way into acceptance by a large share 
of American users of the Bible. Its steadily increasing use is a 
just and merited recognition of the great service rendered by the 
American Revisers, who in keeping with their agreement with the 
English Revisers brought out the American Edition in 1901. 

Several features have been added to this edition to which atten- 
tion is hereby called. Indices of the Parables and the Miracles of 
Jesus will be found on pages xxiii and xxiv, while on page 236 a 
chart has been given which indicates the distribution of the Gospel 
history among the four Gospels. The successive days of Passion 
Week have been added to the headlines of the pages of that portion 
of the book, thus making the task of the eye in the study of our 
Lord’s last week much easier. 

It has been my aim to show in this Harmony as clearly as pos- 
sible at a glance the parallelisms and peculiarities of the several 

Gospel narratives. Where any of the 168 sections, into which the 
material has been divided, are found in only one of the four Gos- 
pels, the text is permitted to extend across the entire page. Sev- 
enty-six of the sections are of this character. In all other cases, 
where there is any parallel matter, four separate columns are main- 

tained, whether there be material for each or not. By consistently 

_ following this plan, one can readily see which Gospels furnish 
matter in each section, and also how the matter compares. So far 
as is possible the parallelisms are given opposite one another, and 

_thus the eye can note immediately the distinctive characteristics of 


the respective Gospel narratives. 
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The Gospel History, or Life of Christ, is here divided into three 
Periods, namely, Preparation, Labor and Triumph. The first of 
these, the Period of Preparation, includes all events of the history 
down to the baptism of Jesus. The second, the Period of Labor, 
covers our Lord’s public career, the Judean, Galilean and Perean 
Ministries and the Passion Week, and carries us down to the early 
morning of that day on which Jesus ‘‘was declared to be the Son 
of God with power by the resurrection from the dead.’’ The third, 
the Period of Triumph, includes the Resurrection and the subse- 
quent forty days until the Ascension. 

It will be noticed that this arrangement cuts loose entirely from 
the old plan of regarding the Passovers as the important marks of 
time in the life of Christ. A tentative chronology is given herein. 
The time may possibly come when sufficient data will be at our 
command to decide absolutely just when Jesus was born, but that 
time has not yet come. I have assumed that His birth took place 
four months or more before the death of Herod the Great, which 
was in March or April, of the year 4 B. c. The chronology here 
given is based upon the assumption that the unnamed feast of 
John 5:1 was a Passover, though I am free to confess that no one 
ean certainly prove this assumption. But though it is ineapable of 
definite demonstration, and is disputed by many leading authorities, 
I am none the less convineed that the Public Ministry of the Master 
embraced four Passovers (John 2:13; 5:1; 6:4; 11:55). It should 
be said that a strong array of names could be given of authorities 
who believe that John 5:1 refers to a Passover. I am satisfied that 
the events of the Gospel history demand a length of time for the 
Galilean Ministry much longer than the theory that there were 
- only three Passovers in our Lord’s ministry permits. 

This is net the place for entering into the consideration of either 
the Synoptic problem or the Johannean question. After long years 
of study I see no reason for abandoning the traditional authorships 
of the Gospels. But no matter what conclusions may be finally 
reached as to the authorship of the four Gospels, there never will 
be any other material than what we have now, for the construction 
of the life of Christ. Up to the present day the original sources so 
confidently believed in by some and so sought after by them have 
not been found. So far the only ‘‘ Logia of Matthew’’ we actually 
know is our present canonical Gospel according to Matthew; while 
the burden of proof certainly rests upon those who would affirm 
that the Mark of Papias was not our canonical Mark. 

An examination of the chart on page 236 shows that seventy-six 
of the one hundred and sixty-eight sections are given by only one of 
the evangelists; twenty-eight of them by two; forty-nine by three;

and only fifteen by all four. Mark has only one independent sec- 
tion ; Matthew, eleven; John, twenty-seven; and Luke, thirty-seven. 
It has become quite common for some writers to affirm that this 
or that evangelist was ignorant of something he does not record, 
A flagrant case of this is the affirmation that neither Mark nor 
John knew of the Virgin Birth. But the argument from silence is 
always precarious. An evangelist must be allowed to give what 
falls into line with his own purpose in writing, without being ac- 
cused of ignorance of what he does not record. 

This leads me to say that each evangelist had his own purpose 
in the composition of his biographical memoir of Jesus. None of 
them was an actual witness of every event in the life of Jesus, not 
even John nor Matthew; while Luke was confessedly not a witness 
at all, and Mark only partially so. I ean find no valid reason for 
questioning Luke’s declaration, ‘‘It seemed good to me, having 
traced the course of all things accurately from the first, to write in 
order.’’ In a few cases Luke groups events, but his material is 
overwhelmingly chronological. Mark is also closely so. I have 
assigned Luke’s ‘‘Great Interpolation’’ (9:51-18:14) to Jesus’ 
Perean Ministry. As a Gentile he would be particularly inter- 
ested in the ministry carried on by Jesus in that Gentile country. 
This portion of Luke is not simply a collection of sayings and do- 
ings of Jesus the location of which Luke did not know, for he 
clearly indicates in it three journeys of Jesus to Jerusalem, namely, 
to Tabernacles (9:51), to Dedication (13:22), and to the last 
Passover (17:11), proving that he had sequence in time in mind 
in giving this large portion of his Gospel. According to John, the 
last journey to Jerusalem began at Ephraim (John 11:54), from 
whence Jesus evidently crossed Samaria to the border line between 
it and Galilee, where He turned east (Luke 17:11), thus joining 
the crowds of people who were then on their way to the Passover. 
The absence of the record of any of the events of this period from 
Matthew and Mark certainly did not arise from their ignorance of 
it, as is plain from their reference to the movements of Jesus in 
sections 79 and 97 (Matt. 19:1; Mark 10:1). 

I have often thought that it would be very strange if Jesus did 
not repeat some of His sayings. In this way the same saying might 
be found in different settings. Thus Luke places the parables of the 
Mustard Seed and of the Leaven (13:18-21) in the Perean Min- 
istry (Sec. 92), while Matthew and Mark place them much earlier 
in the history (Sec. 53). But why may they not have been ut- 
tered on two occasions? Who can deny the possibility? This is 


worthy of careful testing, and may solve some problems.

11 The Jews therefore sought him at the feast, and said, Where is he? 12 And 
there was much murmuring among the multitudes concerning him: some said, 
He is a good man; others said, Not so, but he leadeth the multitude astray. 
\3 Yet no man spake openly of him for fear of the Jews. 

14 But when it was now the midst of the feast Jesus went up into the temple, 
ind taught. 15 The Jews therefore marvelled, saying, How knoweth this man 
fetters, having never learned? 16 Jesus therefore answered them, and said, 
My teaching is not mine, but his that sent me. 17 If any man willeth to do 
his will, he shall know of the teaching, whether it is of God, or whether I speak 
from myself. 18 He that speaketh from himself seeketh his own glory: but he 
that seeketh the glory of him that sent him, the same is true, and no unrighteous- 
hess is in him. 19 Did not Moses give you the law, and yet none of you doeth 
the law? Why seek ye to kill me? 20 The multitude answered, Thou hast a 
demon: who seeketh to kill thee? 21 Jesus answered and said unto them, I 
did one work, and ye all marvel because thereof. 22 Moses hath given you 
circumcision (not that it is of Moses, but of the fathers); and on the sabbath 
ye circumcise a man. 23 If a man receiveth circumcision on the sabbath, that 
the law of Moses may not be broken; are ye wroth with me, because I made 1a 
man every whit whole on the sabbath? 24 Judge not according to appear- 
ance, but judge righteous judgment. 

25 Some therefore of them of Jerusalem said, Is not this he whom they seek 
to kill? 26 And lo, he speaketh openly, and they say nothing unto him. Can 
it be that the rulers indeed know that this is the Christ? 27 Howbeit we know 
this man whence he is: but when the Christ cometh, no one knoweth whence 
he is. 28 Jesus therefore cried in the temple, teaching and saying, Ye both 
know me, and know whence I am; and I am not come of myself, but he that 
sent me is true, whom ye know not. 29 I know him; because I am from him, 
and he sent me. 30 They sought therefore to take him: and no man laid his 
hand on him, because his hour was not yet come. 31 But of the multitude 
many believed on him; and they said, When the Christ shall come, will he do 
more signs than those which this man hath done? 32 The Pharisees heard 
the multitude murmuring these things concerning him; and the chief priests 
and the Pharisees sent officers to take him. 33 Jesus therefore said, Yet a 
little while am I with you, and I go unto him that sent me. 34 Ye shall seek 
me, and shall not find me: and where I am, ye cannot come. 35 The Jews 
therefore said among themselves, Whither will this man go that we shall not 
find him? will he go unto the Dispersion ?among the Greeks, and teach the 
Greeks? 36 What is this word that he said, Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
find me; and where J am, ye cannot come? 

37 Now on the last day, the great day of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, 
saying, If any man thirst, let him come unto me and drink. 38 He that be-

lieveth on me, as the scripture hath said, *from within him shall flow rivers 
of living water. 39 But this spake he of the Spirit, which they that believed 
on him were to receive: ‘for the Spirit was not yet given; because Jesus was 
not yet glorified.
